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The following infoanation concexning SilTer^ster was obtained dis- 
creetly ^through several conversations with Charles N-fclting, foimerly with 
the Civil Service Commission and now eay)loyed as an agent in the Office of 
Conplianoe Enforcementt 

Around I943 Silvennaster was employed by the Department of Agricul- 
he went from there to the fbreign Economic Administration on a re- 
imburseable basis. He refused to transfer until cleared by Civil Service 
Commission. Keeting gave them a heaxlng. However, Silvermaster sensing what 
was in the air went back to Agriculture and Civil Service lost Jurisdiction. 
Keeting insisted that if he had transferred to EEA Civil Service probably would 
have had him removed because of un-^erican activities on the theory that all 
appointments to FEA were subject to investigation by Civil Service. 


Klein, Council for the Civil Service Comnission, indicated by 
an informal memorandum that even if the Civil Service Commission had Jurisdic- 
tion over Silvermaster, he probably would have retained his eligibility because 
the Coimnission had been unable to prove recent activities on the part of the

According to Keeting, the Department of Agriculture conducted quite 
an extensive investigation on Silvennaster, This inquiry was handled by an 
Investigator named Johns, who was attached to the office of the Chief Investi- 
gator fbrester. 


Keeting also alleges that the American Legion in the State of 
California has a large file on Silvermaster and have been insisting from 
to time, when his name arises in connection with Qovernment employment, that he 
be removed from Government service. 


WMle Silvennaster was in fEA, according to Keeting, he was closely 
comected witn the “Bureau of Areas" and as such had access to all confidential 
infoz^tion concez'ning the movement of ships, troops, etc. In view of h-iw 
position i£[D wanted an investigation conducted on everybody in the Bureau, vm 
investigated Silvermaster during the course of which they obtained copies of 
Bureau reports. ICD funished a copy of its report to the Administrator of lEA 
and in some manner the report found its way into Silvermaster *s hands. He pre- 
pared a several page answer to the various allegations in the report, and the 
report with Silvermaster 's answer was referred to Secretary of Bar Patterson.

Reference is made to a memorandum from Mr.^larvey to you dated 
March 28, 1946, concerning the proposed c^smlssal of several employees 
of the State Department, including JosepM^regg. 

According to information received through a technical source on March 29, 
1946 , Joseph Gragg contacted his TriLfe at 2s45 P»b. that date and talked to her 
about his leaving the State Department. Gregg said he contacted "him," probably 
referring to some superior at the State Department and gave him the "old song and 
dance about his wife and klds^ buying a hoTose, et cetera — and tried to get him 
to come aromd to what comes of the charges." Gregg said that "he" would give 
no positive commitment that he would not press charges if Gregg resigned. Gregg 
stated if he resigns he would get sixty days which was plenty of time and all the 
time that he wants. He said if he doesn’t need sixty days he will be free to leave 
sooner. Gregg said that he wants it on the record that he is resigning; that he 
is afraid if he does not resign immediately "it" will get past the charge of 
"false statement." Gregg said he is afraid of a double-cross by "him." Gregg 
stated that if he resigns the charges may be pressed anyhow. He concluded by say-

Hew Currents is a Jewish monthly magazine which follows the 
Coomunist Party line and was f ozm^ly known as the Jewish Survey.

This book has been described as a scare story which might 
give the reader an idea that America was literally seething with 
saboteurs and spies. It is interesting to note that -the authors were 
unable to substantiate some of the allegations and accusations in this 
book and their royalties were accordingly withheld by the publishing 
ecmpany due to the -threat of libel sui-ts being filed against -them, and 
-tiiey were forced to make several retractions. 
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In late 1943» the subject erbte a book entitled "Sabotage in 
BaBsia"^ 'ffeieh vas putdlshed bj Idttley firoim end Coapaaor* In lugust / - 
of 1945» SAIERS and KAHN collaborated in entitled "Plot Againb 

tile Peace"* According to the Dallp' Worker, this book exposes the Geroan 
aaster plan for norld domination after the Third World War. It is 
understood that Idttle, Brown and Cooqpangr vill publish another book by 
these two authors on January 3» 1946, called "The Great Conspiracy"* - 
It is said that the purpose of this book is to prove that there has been 
a great conspiracy throughout the world for the past twenty years against 
the Soviet Union* 


The subject has also written a large number of articles, 
includi ng "The Sneny Within", idilch appeared in Sen Masses on y 
Decexober 6, 1942; "I Accuse Ifertin Dies", tiiich was an attempt to discredit 
the Dies Committee and appeared in Scope Magazine in July, 1944; a series 
of articles entitled "Duigerous Americans", idiidi appeal^ in ^ope 
Magazine; "Odyssey of a Mew Leader Hero", attacking Hen^aMiller of the 
New leader, tiiich appeared in the Daily Worker oh Januer^‘15, 1945; and 
"Women of the U*S*A* and the U*S*S*R*," irihich appeared in the Fraternal 
Outlook in Januazy 1945« this being the official organ of the IJf.O. 

It is also said that he wrote articles against the Organization for the 
Rebirth of the Ukraine, branding it as an antl-semitic and pro^Nazi 
organization* E4HN has also delivered a large number of bitter and vitriolic
